Dear Ms. Doerfling: 

This letter is submitted pursuant to the California Public Records Act, California 
Government Code Section 6253, and requests the following public records in the possession, 
custody, or control of the City of Hermosa Beach (“City”): 

(1) any and all documents and communications sent to or received from representatives 
of the law firms Baron & Budd, P.C., Gomez Trial Attorneys, and/or Ecolawyers, from 
2015 to prior to any formal attorney-client retention regarding potential tort or other 
claims involving PCBs. 

(2) any and all documents and communications regarding a meeting held at the Port of 
Long Beach’s office on October 13, 2015, hosted by Scott Summy of Baron & Budd, 
P.C. and John Fiske of Gomez Trial Attorneys. See Attachment A. 

If, for any reason, the City decides to withhold or otherwise redact information contained 
in its files relating to the public records described above on the basis of privilege, please provide 
a statement describing the nature of any such material and the basis for any such decision, citing 
the legal authorities on which the City relies. 

As required by California Government Code section 6253, please reply to this request 
promptly, no later than ten (10) days from today. We hereby agree to pay copying costs and 
other reasonable costs necessary for the above requested documents up to five hundred dollars 
($500.00). In the event such fees may be in excess of five hundred dollars ($500.00), please 
contact me prior to incurring any costs. In the alternative, we are amenable to electronic 
disclosure of the records requested to the extent that such disclosure is more convenient and may 
be made in a more expeditious fashion. To the extent that certain categories of requested 
documents are available before others, we ask that you please provide such documents on a 
rolling basis.

We have been provided your name by Los Angeles County as a person responsible for compliance 
with or otherwise dealing with stormwater and/or wastewater issues for REDACTED. My name is 
John Fiske, and I am with the law firm of Gomez Trial Attorneys located in San Diego. I along with 
Scott Summy of Baron & Budd law firm in Dallas are currently representing the cities of San Diego 
and San Jose in PCB litigation. 

Scott and I are hosting a meeting with attorneys and engineers for Los Angeles County and the Port 
of Long Beach about the possibility of representing the County and the Port in similar litigation. The 
goal of the PCB litigation is to shift the onerous costs of complying with current and/or future TMDLs 
specifically related to PCBs as part of both current and future NPDES permits onto the sole US 
manufacturer of PCBs-Monsanto. 

After speaking with legal counsel for Los Angeles County, they suggested that a county wide meeting 
would be appropriate where all permittees in the County, including cities and ports, could be invited 
to hear about the steps being taken by our firms to assist with this onerous problem.
